The horrible and atrocious murder,
of which Colonel Watson B. Smith
wns the victim, and of which the full
details wors given in Saturday morn-
ing's Bee, was of courso the sensation
of Saturday, and wlill continuea to be
the subject of considerntion among all
classen of citizons,  From the hour of
ita discovery until daylight Saturday
morning, tho remains lny where the
unfortunate man was stricken down,
being guarded by o detail of police
ofticors.

AT THE AUCADEMY.

The moeting held at the Academy
of Music at 3 p, m, Saturday, in re-
spouse to the citizens’ ecall, was at-
tonded hy several hundred persons
and was an occasion marked by ex-
pressions of the decpest sympathy.
Absolute sulemnity pervaded the as-
sombly and it was in all respects in
keepuig with the sad circumstances
which had ealled it together. The
mayor,

HON, JAMES H, BOYD,

was chosen chairman, and upon assum-
ing that position said:

“The whole community is shocked
ut the tragedy which occupies all
minds and moves all hearts. A most
atrocious crime has boen porpetrated
m ourmidst,  One of the n st worthy,
prominent and  unoffending  eitizons
has been stricken down by the hand
of an assassin in the dead hour of
night, and we have met here at this
time to tuke a dispussionato view of
the lamentable oceurrence, nnd to de-
cide upon measures to aud the legul
authorities to bring the villain who
committed the deed to speedy justice,
As munyor of this city I wish to say
that I do not believe that auy particu-
lar class of vur citizens are responsi.
ble for this erime, I believe it was
the murderous act of some deyraded
wreteh, and that the erganizaticnupon
which unjust refloction has been cast
ars  equally anxious with us all to
have the guilty punished, and I am
informed  that they have set apart
§600 for that purpose. Any action
you tako ns law abiding citizons will
receive my hearly co-operation,”
PRELIMINARIES,

J. B, French was choson secrotary,
and upon wotion the following com-
mittee of soven was appointed by the
chair to draft suituble resvlutious for
adoption by the convention: Dr,
Mitlor, Judge Savage, Frod Nyo, J.

1. Intelligence of the muvder of
Colonel Wataon B, Smith has been re-
cerved by all classes of people in this
city with  deep sensibility and pro-
found regret,

2. Thata crime so utterly unprokaed,
brutal and mfamaous, could be commit-
ted 10 acommunity so distinguished
for its law-abiding character and free-
dom from the higﬁer erimes, and upon
a man who was 8o conspicuous for his
kindness of heart and inoffensive dis-

position and demeanor toward all
men, gives just cause for alarm for the
safory of society; and we hold it to he
the high duty of every citizen of this
state and city to exhanst every lawful
effort to aid the authorities in bring-
Ing ita perpatrator, or perpetrators, to
speody justice and econdign punish-
ment,

3. The reported netion of Hon, Al-
binus Nanee, the governor of the state,
in offering o reward for the arrest and
conviction of the murderer of vur old
and lamented fellow-citizen, is re-
coived by us with great satisfaction,

4 In the untimely death of ol
Smith the state and ecity in which he
has lived a0 long have abundant cause
to lament the tragic fate, snd to  de-
plore the loss of an honorable, high.
minded and useful citizen, whore
name was without blemish, and whose
upright and manly life was without
atain.

B. Tho heartfelt sympathy of the
pnuvln of thiscity are heroby tendered
to the atricken wife, fatherless chil.
dren, and the bereaved kindrod of the
deceused in their irreparable losa of an
affsctionate and devoted husband,
father, son and brother,and the seoro-

ADDRESHESN,

Dr. Miller, in speaking on the reso-
lutione, added a fitting tr.bute to the
life and charncter of Col, Smith, de-
plored the crime as a blow to the so.
cinl order and  good name of the city,
which he thought should now rise up
and vindieate the majosty of the lnw,
The villain should be pursued with
the utmost energy, and the method of
hringing about vigorous measures, by
raising o fund by subscription, was
advocated.

United States District  Attorney
Lambertron, in a pointed addreas,
said, nmong other things: ‘“The

erime was committed in the postoflice
building, and 1 have naotified the de-
partment and believe they will send a
detective here to hunt the assassin,
And I believo that such was the love
of the departmens for this man that
they will join with the state is seeing
thiut the assassin s not only hunted
down, but that the hide is siripped
from his back when he is found.”
Genoral John O, Cowin said that
“all felt the bullet that struck down
Watson 1. Smith, I understand this
meeting is foruction, not for laudation
of the dead, We are here to devise
ways and means, and to se¢ that the
death of this man is properly pun-
ished, und to see that the good name
of the state and the community is
properly protected. The matter will
be thoroughly investigated, and the
man who stood in the hall of the
United States court house waiting for
his victim is bound to be discovered.
Murder will out!"”
Chas, J. Green said that there is
no c'ass in the community who have
more nuxiety to bring the as:assin to
jusrice than those who have disagreed
with Col. Smith.
(Gen, Eastbrook declared that
but for the merdst accident he himself
would have been assassinated swveral
days nzo and he was liable to bha the

next victim He attributed  the
death of Col. Smith torum, and
c'aimed that the atmosphere of

Omuaha is tainted with murder. He
said the motive of the assassination
was known to all. That the death of
Col. Smith was due to the part he had
taken in temperance matters. Hemen-
tioned the fuct that a certain salvon-
kooper had placed a skull and cross-
Fones on his saloon windows, with the
inseription “‘Sacred to the memory of
Watson B. Smith.” *“Now do you
sve the motive!” asked Gen. Esta-
brook. Ho believed in enforcing the
law st all hazards,
Rev, J. W. Horris, pastor of the
Baptiat church (Col. Smith’s chureh),
in an extended speech said that Col.
Smith died a martyr to his principles
and hoped that the people here will
seo that law and order are preserved.
“] look forward to the jud@ment day
and I seo them gathered before the
throne. ‘There 18 no condemnation
to them that wsre in Christ Jesus.'
And I sece Watson B, Smith standing
in the army of the redeemed, with no
onmity in his heart toward his mur-
deror standing on the other side,
among the condemned."
Hon A, J. Poppleton spoke with
great feeling about the terrible death
of his friend, nud impressed the au-
dienos with noceasity and importance
of making every effort in their power
to ferret out the nssassin, in the in-
terest of pnblic morals and safoty.

RAISING THE REWALD,
Hon. A. K. Touzalin proprosed a
plan for rawing 810,000, one-half of
the amount to be at once offered as &
reward for the arrest and conviction
of the assassin, Tho plan being
adopted, the following contract was
entered into:
**We, whoso nnmes are here signed,
agrep to pay to James E, Boyd,
mayor of Owaha, the sums of money
hereunto subseribed by us, any unused
portions thereof to be refunded pro-
portionately to us, The purpose of
this subscription is to raise a total
sum of ten thousand dollars, five
thousand dollars of which is to be used
as n reward for the apprehension and
eonviction of the murderer or murder-
ers of Watson B, Swith, the re-
mainder to be under the control of
James E. Boyd snd to be used by
him for such purposcs as he may deem
wise and proper to secure the just
punishment of the murderer or mur-
derers. A board of trustees, cousist-
ing of three persons, shall constitute
wn advisory lbo.n.'l with whom Mr,
Boyd may consultin  declaring on
plans of action 'mecessary to be pur.
sued.
